him and his administration or 
else, of course, he would drop it. 
It helps his. public image,, as the 
saying goes. 


And, 
since the President is such 


a skillful politician, the question 
arises: Why is Congress so cam- 
era shy? Its image could stand 
a little polishing. 


Let it be noted here that individ1,- 


ual members of Congress don't 
dodge the photographers. They 
are always glad to be in a -picture 
for the folks back home. Still 
photographers are welcome at 
committee meetings. 


But in the'mass, it's different. 


There never had been an officially 
permitted picture' of the Senate 
in action until last month. The 
House won't allow its picture to 
be taken except when members 
are being sworn in at the start 
of a session, or when there is a 
formal joint session with 
the 


Senate. 


The Senate does permit televi- 


sion . cameras to film committee 
proceedings, as in the case of the 
crime, hearings starring gangster 
Joseph Valachi. The House won't 
even le,t television into a commit- 
tee room. 


There are two main reasons 


why the Senate and! House bar 
photographers from their floors 
and galleries. 


First it would1 seriously embar- 


rass either body to have pictures

point to Senate television shows 
as cause for their apprehension1.. 


The official-picture the Senate 


sat for in September was allowed 
because it was intended primarily 
for a Capitol guide book, a com- 
panion to the popular White House 
guide established by Jacqueline 
Kennedy. 


It wasn't much of a picture as 


group pictures go. It was taken 
from a back angle and from such 
a distance that individual faces 
couldn't be made out. 


Thirty-odd years ago an 'inoffi- 


cial picture of the Senate was 
snapped through a side door by 
a 
magazine 
photographer. 
It 


didn't show much either. 


There's no doubt there has been 


some sneaky picture taking from 
the 
public 
galleries, although 


doorkeepers guard against Jetting 
anybody take cameras inside. 


It was quite a jar to the tradi- 


tion-minded when the Senate, bent 
its rules last month. 


But Calvin Coolidge, who used

to the Senate Investigations sub- 
committee. 


Firmly, Edwards told the sub- 


committee he was talking from 
information his men have devel- 
oped themselves in the years-long 
fight against organized crime*, not 
on the basis of anything learned 
from Valachi. He said neither he 
nor his police have even inter- 
viewed Valachi. 


Edwards said the Mafia seeks 


to build a false front of legitimacy 
to mask its infiltration of the busi- 
ness world.

Ashore, a girl, 3, scribbles a 


childish note and asks her wid- 
owed mother to mail it to dnddy. 
The mother answers kindly and 
fights the tears. 


A boy, 6, reminds his mother 


that daddy has been away to sea 
an awfully long time and asks 
when is he coming home. The 
mother tells a visitor she awaits 
the day the boy will understand. 


In another home in the Ports- 


mouth area, a 3-month-old! boy his 


father is never to see gurgles, un- 
knowing of tragedy. He was born 
three months after his father wen', 
down. 


Loss of thresher left 150 father- 


loss children. Aboard the subma- 
rine were 16 officers, 9fi enlisted 
men and 17 civilian technicians.
